I. This Book confifts of XXXIV Chapters. The 
Firft contains an Account of a Quarrel between 
Peter de Gondi, Bifhop of Para , and. the Doftors of the 
Faculty of Divinity , extra&ed (for the moft part) from 
the Records # of the Univerfity of Paris, ai never be- 
fore publith’d. Thofe Divines profecuted Dr.’ Benoit, one 
of their Brethren, for his French Tranflation of che Bi- 
ble. The Doétor was fupported by the Bifhop,and many 
Perfons of great Note. The People look’d upon the Di- 
vines of the Univerfiry as Men, who could not.endure 
that the Word of God fhould appear in the Vulgar Lan- 
guage, and who envied Dr. Benoit, inftead of promoting

fo good: a Work. The Bifhop put a ftap to their Pro. 
ceedings, forbidding them to cenfure any Do€trine with- 
out his Approbation: And becaufe they refufed to obey 
his Orders, he excommunicated the Dean, and the Prin- 
cipal Members. The latter looking upon that Sentence 
as an unjuft Thing, and contrary to the Privileges be. 
ftowed upon them by the Popes, appeal’d to the Parlia. 
ment. All the Particulars relating to this Quarrel are to 
be found in theLetter mention’d inthe Margin, 

The Doétors complain’d of being vexed, and even per. 
fecuted for the Defenfe of a good » and informe 
ed Pope Gregory XIII. of che Reafons be to con. 
demn the Bible publith’d by Dr. Benois, The Bithop, be. 
ing exafperated at fuch a proceeding, found a proper O 
portunity to render them more odious to the Pope. He 
accufed them of being of a different Opinion toni the 
Council of Trent, concerning the Conception of the Ho- 
ly Virgin,and openly declared for Maldonat, who had been 
alfo cenfured by the ar. ALK nbd 

. The Parliament ptoved favourable to the Do&tors , be. 
caufe they were accufed of preferring the Council of Ba. 
fii to the Council of Trent, which France would not ads 
mit ; and notwithftanding the great Credit of the Bifhop, 
they declared the Excommunication to be void , as being 
wee and eed | to the Privileges of the Univerfity.

That Piece was written by 
Father du Molinet, a Learned Antiquary of the Congrega- 
tion of St. Genevieve. The famous Book , juft now 
mention’d, occafion’d a Quarrel between two Religious 
Communities , which lafted above Fifty Years. The Be- 
nediétins of the Congregation of Sr. Maur pretended that 
tobn Geffen, or Gerfen, a Monk of their Order , and Ab- 
bot of St. Stephen's at Verceil, was the Author of it, But 
the Regular Candnsof the Congregation of France mmain- 
tain’d Bac it a by ten a Kempis. Sich. a 
long Difpute upoh fuch a Subje& appears very ridiculous ;

Ill. The Third Chapter concerns Servetus’s Books. The 
Author gives a very fhort and imperfe& Account of the 


Writings of that Famous Hetetick ; and becaufe I can: 


hardly take notice of what he fay$ upon that Subject, 
without re&tifying fome Miftakes , I rather chute to 
Give another Account of my own. 

The Firft Book, publith’d by Servetus , is entitl'd , De 
Trinitatis Erroribus Libri feptem. Per Michaelem Servero, a- 
lias Reeves, ab Arragonia Hifpanum. Anno MDXXXE It 
cadlifts of 119 Leavesin 8vo. The Place , where it was 
printed, is not mention’d in the Title Page ; but I know 

hat it came out at Haguenaw in Alface. Servetus was not 
above 21 Years, when he publifh’d that Book, He’ un- 
dertakes to thew, fo the firft Place , that the Words Se/us 
and Chrift, and Son of God, denote only 4 Man ; ahd en- 
deavours to prove it by feveral Paflages of the Scripture. 
Fie explains many other Pallapes agreeably to his Syftem, 
and anfwers the Objeftions of the Orehedox, T hisi part 
of his Book may. eafily be underftood; bat wlien he 
comes to explain his Notions concerning the Perfon of 
our Saviour, he is hardly intelligible. 1 thalt give but 
one Inftance of it, Erat Chrifius (fays he % ) inmmente 
divina praformatus , erat quidam modus [2 babendi » quem in 
Se ipfo Deus difpofuit, ut fe ipfum anriapteg vertts Scilicat Fes 
rifti cffigiem infe ipfo defcribende, He calls this the 

Face of God, and the Word, that was.made Flefh. He de- 
nied the Trinity, as the Modern Usitarians do; but he 
hada very different Opinion from theirs concerning Je- 
fus Chri, as it appears from this Paflage. He feein’d to, 
value ee upon this pretended difeovery, and didves\ 
fy oe fift upon it.in his laft Writings. One would:

That Colleétion, 
publifh’d ac Penidd'in 15913. by Laurentins Vincemtins ,. 4 
Benédiftin Monk eonfifts only of Falfe and Suppofiti- 
tious Pietes. Ohne Of thof@ Privileges contains a 
Grant, made by Tertu%us to the Abby of Mount 
Cafin, Of decem O& offo eurtes , that is; Of Eighteen 
Farms, as "tis in the true Grant mention’d by Leo 
Oftienfr. But inftead of thofe Words, the BenediGing 
inferred , decem GO oo civitdtes, Eighteen Towns. M. 
Simon obferves, that Forgeries have ,been at. alk times 
Very frequent among thé Regular and Secular Clergy, but 
particularly among the black Monks.

LEIPSTICK. 


German Book has been lately publifh’d, wherein the 
Author maintains the Truth of the Apparitions, 
which M. Emanuel Philip Paris, Minifter of Harzerede, 
pretends to have feen. He faw the firft on the 22d. of 
November 1709, being in Bed with one of his Coufins, 
named Wiliam Colerus, a Student of the CivilLaw. Be- 
tween two and three a Clock in the Morning, Fefus Chrift 
appear'd to him, and having call'd him three times by his 
Name, told him: “ Be not afraid, Go and tell the Duke 
« of Anbalt, that I have feen che Unjuft Things that are 
‘« done in his Dominions ; that I have been moved with 
“‘ the Tears of the Innocent, who are under Oppreffion ; 
“ and therefore I have refolved to put an End to his Life 
“ in a fhort time. However, if he prevents the Violent 
“ and Unjuft Aétions of his Council ; if he protects the 
“ Innocent ; I fhall add Fourteen Years to his Life. Be 
“ fure to acquaint the Duke with this News immediate- 
“ ly; otherwife my Vengeance fhall begin with you ”. 
On the 29th of the fame Month, and about the fame 
Hour, fefus Chrift appear’d again to our Prophet, in the 
Form of aFire, and having call’d him three times, as at 
the firft Apparition, told him; “ If you had not warn’d 
“ the Duke, as 1 commanded you, all the Evils I have 
“ prepared for the Sinners, would have fallen upon you. 
“ But fince you have executed my Orders, I will be your 
“ God... . . Satardey comes fe night I fhall again {peak 
“ with you”. On the 7th of December the Prophet was 
writing a Sermon , between two and three in the After- 
noon, when Jefus Chrift appear’'d to him the Third 
time, and fpoke to him in the following manner. “ I 
*« am the Beginning and the End : I am He who was, 
“‘ who is, and who fhall be. Your Sins are forgiven, 
and I foretel you that you fhall be perfecuted for my 
“ Sake; but I fhall affift you; You fhall be me Preacher. 
“ Be not troubled; fear nothing : You fhall no more 
‘* fee me in this Shape, till I come upon a Cloud, Ge. 
M. Pari took care to threaten the Duke of Anhalt in 
God’s Name, whereby he brought himfelf into great 
Trouble. Some pretend that he is an Impoftor, and a 
Cheat ; Others look upon him as a weak and filly Man ; 
Others take him to be a EBanatick. At laft, being fum. 
mon'd to appear before the Confiftory , he conftantly 
maintain’d the Truth of thofe Apparitions, even upon 
his Oath, and protefted that he would maintain it to the 
laft Moment of his Life. ‘The Author of this Book un- 
dertakes to fhew, by the apewians mention’d in the 
Scripture , that thofe of M. Paris are not impoffible. 
Nay, he pretends to prove that chey are true, and al- 
ledges this Argument for it: Either, fays he, thofe Ap- 
aritions are true, or they proceed from a Fanatick, or 
ou the Devil : But M, Paris was never accounted a Fa- 
natick. He. always liv'd an unblameable Life , as all the 
Inhabitants of Harzerode affirm : He could not be aéted 
by any private Intereft in publifhing thofe Apparitions : 
Qn the contrary , he muit needs have forefeen, that 
he would be hated upon that account by the other 
Minifters : He never contradiéted himfelf in his An- 
{wers to the rg of the Confiftory. Befides, he is 
a Lutheran :. thofe , who profefs that Religion, are little 
inclined to believe Apparitions. It cannot be faid that

thofe Apparitions proceed from the Devil; for then i¢ 
will follow, that the Devil exhorted the Duke of Anhal: 
to repent, and to eafe his People. ‘Therefore, fays ch 

Author, thofe Apparitions are true. .

This Colle&tion confifts of XVIII. Differtations, m 
of which have been printed at feveral times. In the wit 
Differtation Father Chamilart laments the Lofs of feve. 
ral Treafures of Medals , chat have been found many 
Provinces of this Kingdom within thefe Twenty Years, 
He is particularly concern’d for the Lofs of that , which 
was dug out in the Lower Bretagne in the Year 1676, Ie 
confifted of an hundred thoufand Medals , all ftamp’d in 
the Id Century , from the Reign of Caracalla to that of 
Poflumus : Some few were preferved,but the reft was melte 
eddown. An ancient Statue of Stone, that was found at 
Bourges about 80 Foot undér Ground , makes the Subje& 
of the XVIth Differtation. It reprefents a Woman, 
throwing fome Incenfe upon an Altar with her Right 
Hand, and cag a Square Box in her Left. This In. 
{cription is to be feen upon it: D. M. ET. MEM@RI&. 
JULIZ PAULLINA. TENAT. MARTINUS, CONFUGI 
A. L. Thofe, who are skill’d in Antiquities , take it to 
be a Monument of the end of the Firft Century , or the 
beginning ofthe Second. The next Differtation cone 
tains a Defcription of the Gallery of the Great Duke of 
Tufcany. The laft confifts of Five Remarks, made by thie 
Author when he travell’d in Italy He obferves in his 
{Vth Remark, that if Italy exceeds all other Countries in 
excellent Pictures, Columns, Marbles, Bufto’s and Sta- 
tues; there is in France a greater quantity of curious Me- 
dals and rich Libraries. Father Chamidarr has inferted in 
the Jaft Remark a Letter of the Emperor Vé{pafian , write 
ten upon a Copper-Plate, a Foot and a half long, and tea 
Inches broad. It was found fome Years ago in a Village 
of the Northern Part of the Ifle of Corfica. 
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
